REMARKS 



Double Patenting Rejection: 

In the Office Action mailed on July 23, 2004, the Examiner rejected all of the pending claims 
under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting, in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,639, 1 97. The instant application and US 6,639, 1 97 have a common Assignee, namely Nexicor 
LLC.
